A pitched battfe broke out, on 
November 14, when 1500 heavily 
aimed pol ice with tear gas and water 
canno ns were sent to cl ea r street of 
12 squatted houses in the working 
class {former) East Beilin district of 
Friedrictoshain. Squatters Fought 
back valiantly against the police 
with cobblestones and gasoline 
bombs. But to no avail as by night- 
tal I the com m unify had been evicted 
and 370' squatter and supporters 
jaited The over 75* injured cops 
should at least attest to the squat¬ 
ters" deiermfnationi 

Solidarity with the squatters has 
been shown in incredible amounts. 
A march on November 18, with an 
estimated 10,000 or more partici- 
pan ts, was one of a seri es demand ¬ 
ing an end to Ibe crack-down and 
the relum of evicted squats. The 
march was peaceful but afterwards 
1000 Aulonome went back to re¬ 
claim the houses and which re¬ 
sulted in more heavy lighting with 
police. One supporter was shot in 
the foot by the police. Heavy fight¬ 
ing between the Autonomy and 
police continues on a nightly basis. 

Squatters, many from the west, 
have occupied over 100 empty 
apartments in what used to be East 
Berlin, vacated when the oocu pan is 
immigrated to the west. Squatting 
has become a necessity in Ger¬ 
many as the country's economy 
staggers under the immense pres 
sure of unification. 

The slage was set for the No¬ 
vember 14 battle earl term the week 
when police first confronted the 
squatters on Mainzerstrasse with 
an attempted eviction. As reported 
by the Associated Press : "Thick 
smoke from tear gas rose Irom the 
street. Punk rock music blaring 
from the windows of bu ifdi ng, wh ich 
were covered with the black-and- 
red flags ol Berlin's anarchist move- 
mem and slogans denouncing signs 
denouncing German unity - . 

Khowi ng tell 'WgSI the po lice would 
relum in force the squatters pre¬ 
pared their defense which included 
digging deep trenches with a com¬ 
mandeered ditch digger, stringing 
up barbed wire, and the collecting j 
of rocks, flare guns and molotov 
oocktaals to use as ammunition.

Spontaneous demonstration of 
solidarity with the squatters erupted 
all over Germany. In Hamburg 200

He gave Ihe orders 
saying he would crush the resis¬ 
tance "with all available means 
necessary" while even admitting 
that "ho using shortages, unemploy- 
ment and decay where the cause of 
people's angerT The precarious 
coalition government collapsed 
w hen leftist ele men Is wal ked out in 
solidarity with the squatters J

NEVER FORGET! 


A march in remembrance of the 
murder of a West German ami- 
lascist activist. Conny W.. took place 
in Gottingen on November 17. one 
year after her being chased into a 
busy street by police. 

With swelling numbers holsiered 
by supporters from other cities 
(except Berlin) they resolutely 
marched in a pouring rain, An esti¬ 
mated 7000 peopl e attended -- hall 
oi them masked Aulonome. "Much 
wo r se tha n ," 5 aid o ne marcher who 
traveled 250 miles from Hamburg 
to take pari, "were the cops, They 
were walking on lelt and right side 
of us. They tried to provoke us. but

Conny was killed after a confron¬ 
tation between anti-fasci sis and 
skinheads. After the police dis¬ 
persed the skinheads they pro¬ 
ceeded to hunt down the anti-fas¬ 
cists where shay were caught by a 
pokce trap. Desperately trying tc 
escape She brutal police Conny was 
chased into a busy street and killed 
by a passing car. Her death is a 
blow to all those who resist right- 
wing violence. (See artfefe in PE#3 
hr more information) 


Buchanan Lumber, Ltd, began 
logging operations in unceded Lu- 
bicon territory in early November, 
finally making the threat that has 
hung over the heads of tine Lubicon 
people over a year a reality. The 
Lubicon Cree Nation of northern 
Alberta h Canada has withstood over 
ten years of intense oil develop¬ 
ment on their lands, development 
which destroyed their traditional 
hunting and trapping economy and 
forced 95% of the nation onto wel¬ 
fare. Forestry is the latest in a I itany 
of inju s ties pe rpetu atod agai nst th i s 
500 member Native community. 

Buchanan is one of lour compa¬ 
nies that threatened to start logging 
this fall; three others then promised 
not to cut this season However, 
Brewster Construction, a subsidi¬ 
ary of the Japanese Multinational 
Dai shown Inc . has begun cutting 
logging roads through known Lubi¬ 
con trap lines in the area, all the 
whtie denying it lo the press. 

On November 3. Bernard Oms- 
nayak, chief of Hie Lubicon Nation, 
released the following statement: 

"After years of unsuccessfully 
tying to protect Lubicon land rights 
through the Canadian Courts and 
around the negotiating table - dur¬ 
ing which time unauthorized re¬ 
source exploitation activity in our 
unceded traditional territory has 
continued at an ever accelerating 
rale doing great and growing dam¬ 
age to our traditional society and 
way off lile -- ihe Lubicon people 
have regretfully concluded that we 
have no choice but to once again 
enforce our legitimate jurisdiction 
over uneeded iraditiona! territory 
and to defend ourselves and our 
land as test we can. 

"Effective immediately anyone 
wishing to exploit natural resources 
in unceded Lubicon territory will re¬ 
quire operating permits, licenses 
and leases from ihe Lubicon people. 
Approval of such operating permits 
. I icon so s an d leases wi U be su bjact 
to the payment of past and future 
royalties and lo compliance with 
Lubicon environmental protection 
and wildlife management laws. 


Failure to obtain such operating 
permits, licenses and leases will 
make unauthorized projects sub¬ 
ject to removal at any time wi thout 
further notice 

- N o further public statements are 
planned regarding possible removal 
of unauthorized prelects and no 
further notice will bs given. 

"The Lubicon people oall upon 
decent people everywhere to sup¬ 
port our efforts to defend ourselves 
and our lands." 

The Lubicon nation has also re¬ 
fused to negotiate with Ihe prov¬ 
ince any further until they stop 
granting development leases lo 
unceded Lubicon lands. 

The Lubicon nation was prem¬ 
ised a reserve 50 years ago. The 
premise was never kept, and since 
the discove ry of mass ive oil depos¬ 
its under their land, every attempt 
has been madetodelay, divide and 
destroy the community. Two years 
ago the nation blocked access 
roads to their traditional lands, 
resulting in 27 arrests and a now 
round of negotiations with the fed¬ 
eral government, which broke down 
in January 1999. Last December 
Pctro Canada and Norcen shut in 
their oil wells afte r the nation threat¬ 
ened to dismantle them if the didn't 
pay royalties to the Lubicon s. 

Now, with the added destruction 
wrought by foresters, the nation's 
strategy to dismantle all develop¬ 
ments; with hundreds of oil wells, 
pipelines, hydro towers and other 
structures on their land, there's no 
way all these can be protected by 
police. The nation's corporate 
enemies might also be reminded 
that their other developments are 
located in remote areas across 
Canada, and il things heat up in 
Lubicon territories il's possible 
outside supporters might take ac¬ 
tion In solidarity, much like tile wave 
of solidarity actions during the Oka 
crisis this summer. The warning 
has been given; let Ihe cards fall 
where they may

CLASH AT ANTI - POLL TAX DEMO 
RESULTS IN 120 NEW ARRESTS

Anti-PolS Tax demonstrators and 
police clashed again in London, 
England on October 20 resulting in 
120 new arrests. The demo started 
al 10 ;00a.m. with a picketof Braxton 
Prison. At about 4:00 p.m., after 
most of the demonstrators had 
gone, the dash erupted - there 
were 3 500 demonstrators and 3500 
police. The police were obviously 
out for revenge, after their humili¬ 
ation on March 31. Besides the 
arrests there were numerous inju¬ 
ries end the police relused to give 
use of ambulances to demonslra^ 
tors - police only, 

This time too government blamed 
it all on an alleged European riel 
mob because five of the arrested 
weren't British - that's British jus¬ 
tice for you. Now Scotland Yard is 
talking of banning every anti-Poll 
Tax demonstration. 

For the 120 arrested, charges 
weren't as high as Ihe 31st, but it 
was very difficult to get bail and 
there are two still in. This adds to 
Ihe 500 arrests from Ihe 31st.

SQUAT REPORT 


EVICTION IN 
THE BRONX 

With the help of 200 police offi¬ 
cers New York City officials forced 
the eviction of over 30 families from 
a squatted, dry-owned building in 
the Bronx on December 4. The 
strong polios presence was deemed 
necessary by the presence of so* 
called "outside agitators" which 
were actually Lower East Side 
squatters who lumed up in a show 
of solidarity. Although vowing not 
to g ive up the buildi ng and cheers of 
"No homes, no peace* Ihe city even¬ 
tually took control of the building 
forcing the residents back onto the 
streets. 

The building, tong abandoned 
was taken over by squatters three 
years ego who spent most of their 
money and free time renovating toe 
building. Ironically, the city claims 
they will rehabilitate the building for 
low-income housing! Obviously this 
is a thinly designed scheme to line 
toe pockets of business and gov¬ 
ernment officials while robbing toe 
iax payers and those who had al¬ 
ready spent everything ihey had re¬ 
habilitating toe building in the first 
place, 


CREATIVE ANTI-WAR ACTIVISM 


Kingston , Canada anarchists had 
a field day when they plastered 
hundreds of "Conscription Regis¬ 
tration* notices all over town. The 
idea was to force people to think 
aboui the Gulf War and rl’s ultimate 
consequences. The action was a 
tremendous success as hundreds 
of people called Ihe printed tele¬ 
phone number (a local newspaper) 
to find out what was going on. You ng 
men, who perhaps supported or 
had not even thought of the war. 
were scared and angry at toe idea 
of fighting it. Their consciousness 
was raised a great deal by toe 
supposed situation. 

Th e action was the top radio story 
all day as military personnel tried to 
defend the looming war and the 
idea of conscription. Local military 
ba ses and the local newspaper ware 
were swamped by irate callers - 
toe paper had tg have someone 
just to answer those calls. It jusl 
goes to show a little in vestment can 
go a long way...

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What is the Anarchist Black Cross? 4 


The origins of (he Anarchist Black 
Cross dale back to the Russian 
Revolution. An Anarchist Red Cross 
was formed in Tsarisl Russia 10 
organize aid (or political prisoners 
and their families, and self-defense 
against political raids by the Cos¬ 
sack army. During ihe Russian 
Civil War, the organization changed 
its name to the Black Cross in order 
to avoid con fusion with the Red 
Cross who were organizing relief in 
the country. After the Bolsheviks 
seized power the Black Cross was 
moved to Berlin, If continued eq ad 
prisoners of Ihe Bolshevik regime, 
as well as victims of Italian fascism 
and others. Despite the increasing 
demand for its services, the Black 
Cross folded in the '40s due to a 
simultaneous decline in available 
finances. 

In the late '60s the organization 
resurfaced in England, where it ini¬ 
tially worked to aid prisoners of the 
Spanish rssi-stance to Franco's 
fascist regime. In the 19GG's the 
ABC expanded and n o w has grou ps 
in many different regions o! the 
world. 

WORKING TOWARDS LIBERATION 

We believe that prisons serve no 
function except lo preserve the rul¬ 
ing classes. We also believe lhat a 
free society must find alternative, 
effective ways of dealing with anti¬ 
social crime. .But an decrease of 
anti-social crims is only likely to 
happen (and she ref ore prison abo¬ 
lition can only be a realistic option) 
aeoom pa died by a dram aiic oh an ge 
in out economic, social and political 
systems. Our primary goal is to 
make these fundamental changes. 
We work for a stateless, coopera- 
tive/dassless society free from pnvr 
lege or domination based on race 
or gender But it’s not enough to 
build the grassroots movement 
necessary to bring about these 
changes in society, we also must 
be abte to defend them The ABG 
defends those who are captured 
and persecuted for carryi ng out acts 
on behalf Of our movements.

Hello Brian, 

Your question is a common reservation about 


anarchism, but one that practically answers 
itself. First oft, anybody who's taken high 
school economics will understand that theo¬ 
retically money equals work. Or that money is 
a common denominator placing a value on 
labor and the labor which has gone into pro¬ 
ducing goods. 

However, there are many flaws in Shis the¬ 
ory, the most obvious one being human greed. 
In this country, for example, we hew created r 
or have aibwed to he created r Institutions 
which control the value of money. The Federal 
Reserve Bank is one example, they contol the 
amount of money available to consumers 
through interest rates charged to banks on 
loans. Government subsidies on certain in¬ 
dustries also change the value of goods like 
agricultural production, Afso r the cost of goods, 
which ere universally valued in monetary terms 
(remember, money is a common denominator) 
is raised by the inclusion of leaders. That is, 
when the final retail cost of an item is calcu¬ 
lated, not only is the cost of the materials 
figured in r as welt as labor necessary to pro¬ 
duce such an item - but at each step of the 
product™ process a certain additional per¬ 
centage is added for the bosses , the company 
owners, and the institutions which control the 
money in the first place. This is capitalismf 

We have already shown ourselves that we 
don't need bosses to control our fives. Those 
people exist to profit from our existence* I'Ve 
definitely don't need them at our work places 
nor do we need government institutions to 
regulate the value of our goods (remember, our 
wages also pay the salaries of government 
bureaucracy). If we eliminated the bosses—all 
of them -- we would have far less work to do 
without these leeches on our backs. In theory . 
industries and services would exchange prod¬ 
ucts and services within the communities or 
federations. Who p herornot the need for money 
would stilt exist is open to speculation -- but it 
would be a safe assumption that money would 
be vastly different that the worthless crap we 
have today. Just think of il with one third of 
each of your dollars earned going to taxes, 
another third paying your bosses salaries, only 
the remaining third really belongs to the labor¬ 
ers and workersl 

Unfortunately, immediate change is not fore¬ 
seeable with trie bosses and government firmly 
entrenched into human soefefy. The cost of 
goods we sell are representative of our costs, 
which unfortunately also involve paying the 
bosses of the laborers and the government. 
I4te donate our own time and have no bosses 
to support. Therefore, the cost of our produc¬ 
tion will not be lowered until all the bosses 
along the production lines are eliminated.

Thank you for your suggestion. Squatting 
has become the only alternative available to 
many people who would otherwise be home¬ 
less duo to high rents, lost jobs, etc. While 
squatting is the only solution to many people it 
is otherwise impossible in many areas. Like 
Minneapolis for example, There are about 20- 
30 squats going but th&y are very low-key and 
not very permanent. Police repress ton against 
squatters is very lough here and all the squats 
that do exist are very secretive allowing very 
little freedom for their inhabitants. All attempts 
thus far to pubiiefy squat a building, despite 
community support, ha ve failed. The legality of 
squatting changes from country to country and 
city to city , if anyone is interested m Fire and 
Flames: An interview with a West Berlin Autom 
omistF originally printed in Endless Struggle „ 
has been reprinted in the m From Protest To 
Resistance” pamphlet available for a BASE

Brief History of Anarchism i 
Part 8: 

Anarchism, Terror and 
Propaganda by the Deed 

One frequent, misconception about anar 
Chism is that it is synonymous with tmrror, as¬ 
sassination, random bombing and destruction. 
Though this is an over-generalization which 
has often been used by the capitalist press to 
discredit (he anarchist movement, there is a 
strain of the anarchist movement which has 
since the late 19th century advocated the used 
cf terror, assassination and bombings as 
"propaganda by the deed". The or ig inal idea of 
propaganda by the deed arose out the frustra¬ 
tion of the most militant portion of the workers 
movement after the crushing ol the Paris Com¬ 
mune in 1871. Inspired by the writings of 
Bakunin (albeit frequently mi&un derstood) these 
militants sot about to create acts of violence 
ag amst the g overn ment and ruling class. These 
acts were intended to exposo injustice and 
strike a blow against oppression, whilst gaining 
widespread publicity lor the motivations be¬ 
hind Ehe actions and hopefully inspire the 
oppressed to revolt. Illegality and tenor was 
elevated to an ideology and an end unto itself 
For example: from the pages of Le Revolte a 
Swiss anarchist paper circa 1379 "Permanem 
revolt by word of mouth, in writing, by the 
dagger, the rifle, dynamite....... Every thing is 

good lor us which falls oulside legaluy " 

The heyday of "propaganda by the deed 1 
was from 1870 to 1331 when anarchists (or 
quite often lone rejects from society acting out 
a personal vendetta against authority) assassi¬ 
nated a number of kings, generals, ministers, 
and members of the nobility and ruling class 
across Europe by "bullet, bomb, and dagger, 
Am on g these were Presiden t Carn ot ol France, 
1894. Prime Minister Del Castillo of Spain, 
1897, and President McKinley of the United 
States, as well as numerous felled attempts on 
King Umberto of Italy. Alfonso XII of Spain and 
the Katser of Germany in almost every case 
these actions resulted in the death of ibose 
who earned them out, and the roundmg up and 
imprisonment of every anarchist in ihe region. 



One famous case was that Ol Emile Henry one 
of many of the anarchist terrorists operating in 
France in the 189(Ts. Henry camo from an 
educated, intellectual background and became 
an anarchist while attending university in Paris. 
He was drawn towards propaganda by the 
de&d, and his first action was to plant a bomb 
in the factory of a company which had brutally 
suppressed a strike. The bomb was discov¬ 
ered by the police who promptly took if lo Iheir 
headquarters where it exploded killing five of 
them. Henry's fanaticism led him to carry out 
an acl which is difficult to explain within the 
bounds of anarchist theory, but nonetheless 
represents the extreme to which anarchists 
look terror an d propagan da by the deed. H e nry 
planted a bomb in a busy Paris cafe wounding 
twenty and killing one. Henry defended his 
actions in court with these words 1 was con¬ 
vinced that the existing organization was bad; 
1 wanted to struggle against it so as to hasten 
its disappearance. I brought to the struggle a 
profound hatred, intensified every day by the 
revolting spectacle ot society whore all is base, 
a If is cowardly, where everything is a barrier to 
the development of human passions, to the 
generous tendencies cf the heart, to the free 
flight of thought.I wanted to show the bour¬ 

geoisie that fbeir pleasures would bo no longer 
be compEete, that their insolent triumphs would 
be di stu rbed, that the gol den caff wou Id tremble 
violently on its pedestal, until the final shock 
would cast it down in mud and blood," He 
justified blowing up bourgeoisie women and 
children on she grounds that women and 
children of the working classes suffer the priva¬ 
tions of poverty multiplied many times that cf 
which he indicted through h*& act. This elo¬ 
quent use of anarchist invective to back up 
what was viewed by the public as an act of 
random terror robbed many acts of anarchist 
agitation carried out with more planning and 
foresight of their impact {;it es important to 
remember that Henry was only one of many 
French anarchists carrying out acts of political 
violence at the time). These tactics were 
increasingly seen as counter-productive, more 
often Shan not carried out by fanatic malcon¬ 
tents on the very fringes of the movement. 
They tended to discredit and turn the public 
against the majority of the anarchists by label¬ 
ing them with the stereotype of the bomb- 
wielding madmen intent on blowing to bits 
innocen t women and children. However, out ol 
this frustration and urge to strike at authority 
came more focused and productive uses of 
violent direct action, 

Along with this use of terror again &l figure¬ 
heads of the elite was the use of force by the 
anarchist movement in mere localized events. 
The "e ra of dy namite" was characterized by the 
use of bombing sand assassination in the bitter 
tabor disputes which so sharply divided she 
working and ruling class during the 'gilded 
age" ol unrestrained capitalist expansion and 
greed. Many strikes ended in armed clashes 
be tween workers and hired thu g s of the boss as. 
Some times these were accompanied by bomb¬ 
ings of the homes and factories of the bosses, 
or attempts on their lives. Anarchists often 


used political violence as a means of venge¬ 
ance again st the authorise & for com rades slain K 
to rtu red a nd imprisoned. Police chiefs, detec¬ 
tives and judges in Spain, France and Italy 
became.lhe s ubjects of as sas si nation attempts 
m revenge for their activities against the anar¬ 
chists, Related to these acls of revenge was 
*exprop nation* the liberation of wealth from the 
ruling class to fund anarehisf projects. Anar¬ 
chist expropriators of the early 20th century 
held up banks, robbed jewelers and the wealthy, 
often donating Ihe entire proceeds lo anarchi st 
newspapers or collectives and going hungry 
only a few days after netting thousands of 
dollars in dari ng heists. I n Spain. Italy and Latin 
America anarchist "pistoleros" carried expro¬ 
priations and dealt "proletarian justice" to petty 
tyrants. Buena ven tura Durru tti later to become 
well known as the leader of the Iron Column in 
tire Spanish Civil War spent the late twenties 
and early thirties carrying out robberies and as- 
sa&inalions in Spain and Latin America. The 
first motorized bank robbery was carried out by 
on individual! sFanarebisi group named the 
Bonnol Gang by the press after one of its most 
active members Jules Bonnot. Italian anar¬ 
chist Severi no Di Giovanni emig rated to Argen¬ 
tina in tho early 2Q r s to escape fascism. Along 
with a band cf (rusted comrades he carried out 
a series of robberies to fund the publication of 
anarchist literature, bombings of US consu¬ 
lates and businesses in solidarity with Sacco 
and Vanzetti. The activities of Ihese "pistol- 
ores" arc on ly a few wall ■ da cumcnted exam pies 
of a tendency to use force within. It not at least 
on the fringes of the anarchist movement. 

That Is not ta say that those actions were 
universally accepted by the anarchist move¬ 
ment They were always controversial and 
criticized by more thoughtful anarchists who 
concentrated on theory and philosophy. This 
led to endless debates about action and ur¬ 
gency. One wing of the movemenl counseled 
patient propaganda and education while an¬ 
other Stressed immediate direct action against 
the state. This de bale has of oou rse conlin ued 
until modern times. Whether or not the use of 
bembmgs and assassination as "propaganda 
by the deecT has been an benefit or detriment 
to the anarchist movement probably depends 
on which side of Ibis argument one falls. 
However, this period remains a pari of move¬ 
ment's history and must be studied il any 
lessons are lo be Foamed from it.

FOX HUNT 

The place at a pub, vilfogs green* crossroads or other suitable and easily ao 

Passible point, usually el 11:00 am. This ig where the particspantg pel tog ether with the huntsmen 
and hourrdEr Much is made of this public appearance and this is all toe majority of the general 
publtc knows about Fox hunting - a pleasant, sociable aspect. The meet mayeJso take place at 
the subscriber's tiqme. in whsch case it is referred to as a "lawn meet/ The hunt may also meet 
in olher hunt countries " by invitation." After the meet the hu nt moves off to the first 'covert' to be 
■drawn/ which may be some distance from the meet, either across the fields or adjacent to Ihe 
road. The Huntsman and hounds toad L foll owed by the Master and the field. The hounds are put 
into coven (where the earths may have been blocked) and encou raged by Ih s huntsman„ by y si ng 
h is voice and/or hom, to ex ptore and sniff out their fox (usually drawing with Ihe wind at tfrtor backs. 

The cries used by the h un tsman wilt differ from hunt to hunt bul are generally based on s uch 
utterances as "go vert-hoick*, "forfard\ "leu-in/ elc. The sounds employed by Ihfr huntsman have 
the dual purpose of getting foxes moving. If the earths have been blocked (or stopped) then the 
fox maybe lying under a handy bush (luxes only use earths in moments of danger or when raising 
young). The hounds may Find a seen! a few minutes old or one that has been left by a Eox half 
an hour before. The whippers-in {or whips) will position themselves on the edge of the co-vert in 
order to signal to the huntsman when a fox is seen to leave, or the point that hounds exit. The 
field will bo drawn up on the side of toe covert toe hunt lo do not wish the fox id run, eg. towards 
a.rtiain road. The members ol the field and any Foot follower wifi also keep a tookouL When the 
fox is sighted the viewer may cry "gone away M or give a ■‘holla* and indicate the direction the fox 
took with an extended arm. A hat or while hanky may be held in the hand. 

Once she hounds are on a scent and are a way out of toe covert, toe huntsman will signal to 
toe master, using his horn, and the Field gallops on after. Some hounds "speaks i$ r yelp in a 
manner peculiars hounds, when toe find the scent, some hounds hunt silently. El the pack loses 
the scent (“checks"), the huntsman will "cast u them in a wide arc hoping lo pick it up again. Often 
the sceru ol two foxes will cross and it is up to ihe huntsman lo decide which one is the hunted 
fox. Assu m in g they pick u p the lost scent, toe hounds will coniinu e to hu nt that fox unli I they either 
can tire him and-car overwhelm him and kill him; 'run him lo ground"; Ease his scent once and for 
all; or if the toe fox enters anolhor hunt's country he will usually be "given best". The hunt may 
cover up to and over ten miles chasing one tox not necessarily in a straight line - this may take 
several hours. 

It must be remembered toet hunts like to kill their query above ground - toey generously 
believe toa t i I is m ore sporting bu I toe quick. clea n death of a fo *. so joyfully s pread by the hunti ng 
fraternity Is, in toe majority of cases a fallacy. They will say that a fox is always killed by hounds 
with a quick nip □ n thq back of toe neck thus severing too spinal cord, he may finally di e this way, 
bu! i t is likely he willsulfermu I is pie □ n- agonizing injuries before the final 'nip* i & g iven. it is probable 
that some foxes cfe by be ing n pped apart. H. S.A. members have recovered foxes, which although 
! their innards have been tom out, appear to have no sign of that late! nip. When toe fox is finally 
cornered by the hounds above ground, toe huntsman, if he is on too scene, will encourage the 
heu nds by voice tou s. Tea r 'e m and eat 'em" and si nrutar ejaculations. The horn will also be blown 
: tor toe kit!. 

If the fox goes to ground and they decide to dig him out, the terror men are called in and the 
following methods are used. Making sure that alt escape routes from the earth, except one r are 
blocked, a terrier will be encouraged Into toe earth to locate The fox and keep him holed up. The 
Terrier man listens lor the confrontation. When toe position of the two animals has been 
ascertained. toe earth will be dug out and toe terrierremoved, they will then carry on digging until 
toe fox is reached and if s head and shoulders exposed. It will then be killed wilh either a blow 
to the head with a spade or crop or. mere commonly, a humane killer is lired at point-blank range 
ai the head. After removing trophies, r.e. mask (head), brush (fail), pads [Fee!)< too remains will 
be thrown to the hounds to worry or eat (IF they are still on toe score). Alternatively, the terrtof 
will be entered in one hole and another will be strung with a rabbit net, toe purpose being to bolt 
the fox into toe net and despatch him. Sometimes, if toe earth is a targe one (a badger's sett) 
consisting of sevoral runs and chambers, or the ground is too hard or full or roots, digging out is 
not a I ways poss ible an d the fo x wil I be Ee ft Often terriers will get trapped and have to be rescued 
or toey wifi gel attacked by 3 badger resident in toe earth. The digging out of a fox may lake some 
time and the hunt don't usually wait lor the outcome. Sometimes toe Earth wilt be stopped with 
toe lox inside and the terrier men will return latter in the day to dig him cut. If a fox gpcs 10 the 
ground to quickly it is more likely that they will bolt him. again using the lender, end continue the 
hunt alter g iving him ’law" (i .e. a fair chance to run before ho un ds ere laid on). Bolting is com men 
to fall packs. 

Hunting takes place In all weathers unless there isa risk of injury to toe horses (e.g. very hard 
ground) and will paafc up as dusk falls. Taften from HSA tactics booklet

Hunt sabotage is the disruption and 
prevention of so-called 'blood sports' - 
Ihe legal killing of wild animals inihename 
of sport. This is belter understood as Ihe 
hunting of mink, deer, hares and in par¬ 
ticular, foxes. 

Many individuals over the years have 
tried to put an end to the killing of such 
animals who, according to hunters and 
land owners (usually one and the same) 
are a threat to Their 1 property and live¬ 
stock. 

Each year in Britain, over 200 fox hunts 
kill around 20.000 Foxes in the barbaric 
ritual of "tradition/ In addition, nearly half 
a miJHo n peop I e s hoot wild animals a n d a n 
estimated three million go fishing. 

THE H.S.A. 

Th e Hu nt Sabote u rs As social ia n formed 
in 1963 with active members and individu¬ 
als saving thousands of animals' lives by 
using a variety of direct action tactics. 

There has been a lot of debating over 
the future of the H.SA due to some 
selfish people who saw ihemsetves lit lo 
use their position in order to further their 
careers! 

However, there is a now H.S.A. which 
we hope will not fall into the same Irap {it 
is important to add that Ihe re is a new ad¬ 
dress al the end of this art foie). 

TACTICS: 

Well, there are many tactics (or hunt 
■gabbing' which include taking the hounds 
(the dogs) off the huntsmen (which is 
amusing and irates them fdr obvious 
reasons), spraying scent (fullers over the 
animals tracks to confuse the hounds, 
and to lay false trails, 

8y using hunting horns and imitated 
calls, saboteurs are able to attract the 
hounds and drive them away from the 
"query.' and onto a false trail. This is a 
very common tactic for delaying the hunt 
and will take time for the '‘whipper-in" 
(oonlro I le r of t h a ho u nds) to call the hounds 
back to continue. 

When hounds find a trail, scent Pullers 
are used to confuse them further and to 
destroy the scent of the query. This is 
usually rather strong-smelling garlic wa¬ 
ter (where garlic cloves are crushed and 
left for a few months during the summer in 
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containers of water to ferment!). Dried 
blood or animal's bedding is used for false 
trails. 

THE MEET 

I will explain a typical fox hunt as an 
example because they are most well 
known. 

Hunts will usually take place in a local 
car park usually connected to sympa¬ 
thetic pub owners, or tillage green - 
somewhere public. They start ofl in good 
spirits alter a few drinks, moving ofl down 
the road into a field or similar, Hunts will 
cover miles of countryside including 
woodlands although they do try not to 
cross main roads and rail tracks much! As 
you can tell, a fair amount of physical 
fitness and stamina is necessary to suc¬ 
cess! utly 'sab' the hunt. 

THE PLAYERS 

From my own experience there are 
around thirty to forty riders and three to 
five ■redcoats." Redcoats are those who 
are directly involved in controlling and 
running the hunt. The other riders wear 
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black coats and are basically out for a 
"jolly good ride" which they have to pay 
for, This can range from twelve-year 
young girls from the local pony club or 
rich, ancient grannies with nothing to do. 

Many hunts try to argue that the ani¬ 
mals they are hunting are Vermin' who 
destroy their claims of land, but others are 
willing to admit to being blood-thirsty and 
do not care who the 'vermin’ are as long as 
they can kill it. 

Hunt supporters or followers are usu¬ 
ally retired 'country 1 folk who spend con¬ 
siderable amounts of money on petrol 
driving around narrow country lanes fol¬ 
lowing the hunt from the road, occasion¬ 
ally stopping for lunch or to find the hunt. 
They are usually no I rouble and just look 
down at us with our '’disgraceful behav¬ 
ior!" 

However, hunt heavies are stupid, 
inbred thugs paid by the hunts to keep the 
"sabs" o ut of the way. H unts va ry in terms 
of violence; some are even unsahbed be¬ 
cause of their extremely violent reputa¬ 


tions. The best tactic here is to never let 
them get the upper hand or they gel away 
with pus h ing sabs a ro und mor sand more 
each time. Pacifism does not work in 
violent confrontation, but sabbirtg does 
generally work better on non-violent hunts 
-- mainly because it is easier to achieve 
our objectives, 

THE KILL 

Hunts like to kill the query above ground. 
Foxes are supposed to be killed by a 
quick nip on the back o! the neck lo sever 
the spinal cord. It is more probable that 
the fox will die Irom being ripped apart by 
the hounds, 

[f the loxes goes to ground 'terrier men' 
are called in, They are small dog handlers 
who train the terriers to 'flush 1 out the fox. 
All but one escape route is bSoketf off and 
the terrier is pul into the open entrance to 
locate the lox. When the terrier man 
hears the confrontation he digs the earth 
out and the terrier is removed. This is 
simply called a "dig-out." 

The fox will then be killed with a blowto

the head, or shot, 'Trophies'from the fox 
will be cut off and the remains thrown to 
the hounds. 

Sometimes when a fox goes to ground, 
especially towards the beginning ot the 
hunt, it will be "bolted." This means only 
two entrances will exist, the terrier going 
into o n e, to chase th e I ox 0 ut I he oth e r and 
into a wailing net to be let loose just in 
front ol the hounds to continue the hunt. 
The hunter will give the fox just enough 
time to escape, only to befound again and 
inevitably killed. 

THUGS IN UNIFORM 

The police are varied in attitudes to¬ 
wards saboteurs. Generally we are seen 
as the problem because we 'antagonize" 
the hunt, 

Some attempt to stop our actions and 
arrests have been made which involve 
"or i m i nal damage", H bre ach of t he p eace", 
"public disorder", "harassment", and 
"A B,H." (actual bodily harm) which is 
more serious because of possible impris¬ 
onment. Other officers maintain that they 


support our cause but they "have a job to 
do." 

The police in the Sussex county have 
two or three helicopters end weVe had 
them swooping down at sabs harassing 
them. The helicopters are extremely 
expensive to fly and any honest taxpayer 
would be outraged at such a mis-use of 
their money! 

Waiting outside a police station tor hours 
is very boring -- and very scary tor the 
person inside, especially for the first time. 

SABS 

Saboteurs are varied 1 in people, most 
are who you would expect but there are 
some very respectable, straight people 
involved. After all. what is most important 
is that we have something in common, 

Saboteurs don't go unaided as far as 
distance is concerned. Through the use 
ol G,B, radios sabs on foot have contact 
with drivers who act as scouts and pick 
jp/drop off sabs to continue disrupting 
the hunts.

Most of you will have hea rd of the Warz one 
Collective in Belfast To give a more 
detailed view of ils origins and day-to-day 
running l have done the following inter- 
view wit h Jg I i a, one of the people involved 
in the center, Most of the anarchist- 
related activities, like bands (F.U.A.L. and 
Pink Turds in Space) and organizations 
(ABC) in Belfast can be contacted through 
Warzone / P.O. Box 14a / Belfast BT1 i 
Northern Ireland. 

P.E; Could you introduce yourself? 

J: My name is Julia and I'm one of the people 
that is involved with the Warzone Collective. 
P.Ei So. how arid when did everything start 
out? 

J: It started off wi Eh a few peop le, w ho had met 
through focal gigs. toEking about setting up our 
own place lor gigs and things like that Some 
of were working in the cafe of Just Books which 
is an anarchist book shop. This was six years 
ago, We decided fo do a cafe as well because 
we wanted to do our own thing and have stuff 
like vegetarian food, etc. We sEarted looking 
lor a building, but we obviously couldn't find 


one because it's very herd We got involved 
with the Centre for the Unemployed and they 
gave us a room in their building to use as an 
office. Every day wo would sit around and talk 
about what we would do, how we were going to 
get the money for our own building, and every¬ 
thing. We couldn't squat because squatting is 
illegal and very hard to do in Belfast so we 
■ really didn't have that option. We were looking 
for something that wo could use permanently. 
After using that office for two years we finally 
managed to get our own building which was 
coincidentally right next door to the unem¬ 
ployed center. We got that in September '36, 
Before we got the building Warzone had at 
ready started as a name. We did a record 
through Moriarhate and several other ihings 
like (hat. 

P.E: Wh at other Eh ings does Warzone do now ? 
J: Wall, we have a practice room; there's about 
4Q bands using it -not just punk bands. We 
have a vegetarian ca(e p we have a screen 
printers, and we also have a computer. Indi¬ 
viduals from Warzone are also involved in the 
Anarchist Biack Cross, a prisoner's support 
group, there's an abortion fund, a record distri¬ 
bution, the gig collective and a hunt sab group. 
P.E: Are those individuate in Warzone? 

J: They work independently from Warzone, but 
Warzone might support them financially. 
So m ethin g I ike the hu nt sabs va n. It was a van 
that belonged to Warzone but it was used to gel 
the hunt sabs to the place that (hey needed to 


go, We also used to publish a zme called 
* Warzine," bu t we don't do i t anymore because 
of iack of finances. We might do it sometimes 
again though. 

P.E: The question obviously arises how you 
finance all of these activities, it seems vary 
hard to have a building in Britain. 

J: Yeah, that’s right, There's only one other 
building like us in Great Britain which is the 1 in 
12 club in Bradford. They bought .their place 
with a grant. They basically run it like a busi¬ 
ness, while we are more of a charity. We are 
actually a registered charity, which is not very 
hard to do at all. We just told them that we are 
helping young people to get some recreation 
So once you have a charity number, we car- 
use (hat number to raise Funds by asking trust 
lunds which have been set up by people before 
(heir death. Over the years we have manages] 
to raise about 20,000 pounds to pay for things 
Then, there's also the cafe which almost cov¬ 
ers it's cost, it’s just slightly below. Same thing 
with the practise room, it fust tails short ot 
breaking even. 

P.E: Do you have to pay rent? 

J; Yes, we do! 

P.E. So what happens if the cafe and the 
practice room don’t make enough money id 
cover costs ? Wh @ re does the rest oF the mone* 
come from? 

J" So Far we've been pretty lucky with the 
money that we can get from trust tends, that 
pays the difference. We've been premised 
another E5Q-00 but we actually haven't gotten i 
yet I has enabled us to tie things over. We 
have some money in the bank that we can use 
[q fund the centre. We've had a couple 0 ’ 
break-ins in the last (wo years, so we d^d a 
campaign (o fry to get support and a lot Df 
people did benefit gigs for us, etc. That was 
really great 

P.E - How many people are actually involved 
with Warzone? 

J: WelF, you can took at it in different ways. Y&a 
can look at the core ol the people who work 
every day or several days a week which is 15 
people. But you can also say that (he people 
who com □ to the g igs are al so part of Warm ree 
P.E: How do yo u decide on th e importance of 
different projects. It seems (here ss a greater 
significance placed on ;he cafe. 

J: We really don't have conscious decisions on 
those thingsF It just seems that people ir 
Belfast are more into doing the cafe, but the 
practice room is being used every night eoq. 
guess ifs just because the cafe is during the 
day and (here are more people to help out, etc 
P.E: I would imagine that it is very hard to be 
a part ol an anarchist collective in Belfast 
Obviously the conflict be(weeo the Loyalists 
and iho Irish Republicans makes up a greai 
part of people's Fife. How do you fit in there"

P.E: Are there any specific aims that you have? 
J: Well „that's a bit of a hard question. Our aims 
change all the time. Ai the beginning our goal 
was very short-termed and that was actually 
got a place o f ou r own. Now 1he main g oal is to 
keep it going. The individuals that arc in 
Warzone probably have ihair own specific, 
long-term goals that they hope to achieve with 
the centre. 

P.E: Do you thin k your effo rts, I i kq the cafe or 
the practice rooms, am going to make a differ¬ 
ence in the current situation in Belfast? 

J: I think the best we can really do is to give an 
example. We aren't going on the streets at¬ 
tacking British soldiers. We Eh ink it wo u Id make 
more sense it we ca n i nf lu once "norm al" poop lo 
and make them realize that there is more of a 
choice than just Irish Republican gr Loyalist. 
P.E: Is there any policy on the Irish problem 
that Warzone follows? 

J: No there isn't We don't have a parly line or 
anything like that at all - that's also the reason 
why we have been going torso long, It you look 
ai other anarchist groups or organizations in 
Britain, the reason why they split up is because 
them were divisions between class war anar¬ 
chists and lifestyle anarchists. We have a 
mixture of all these people working in our place. 
Although we might have opinions as individu¬ 
als On cerlai n Subjects, there is no party Ime I n 
an anarchist society the different factions wifi 
have to get along, so there’s no reason ihey 
shou Idn ‘I g et a long n ow. Most people will have 
probably heard what is supposedly the* Warzone 
policy which is very strongly anti-IRA and 
sometimes people think that we are actually 
pro-loyalist, which isn’t true at all!! 

P.E: Do you actual ly get (rouble from eilbe r the 
Republican or the Loyalist side? Do (hey see 
you as a threat? 

J : Well, luckily we are situated in Ihe center of 
(own which we think is absolutely essential to 
the continuation of the centre. If we would be 
based in East or West Belfast people from the 
other side of town.iwouldn'i feel comfortable 
coming. We had a bit of hassle about the 
liierature lhat we have al the centre. I guess I 
forgot to mention (hat we have a small anar¬ 
chist library. 

P.E: But ba 5 icol ly sp caki ng. a narch ist strugg le 
in Belfast really doesn't tie in with either the 
Loyalisi paramilitariesorlhe IRAdoing. I wou Id 
expect at least one to give you trouble. 

L: Yeah S know, but l guess they have better 
things to do -- fighfmg each other. Maybe Ihey 
don't know us. 

P E Well, what do you think their policies 
towards Warzone would be if they found out 
about it? 

J: I can only guess. They probably wouldn’t 
even see us as a threat; we're not threatening 
either one partied ariy. Th & would know that we 


aro against both loyalist and Republican or¬ 
ganizations. A lot of radical leftist organiza¬ 
tions in Belfast think that wc don’t do any good. 
They think that we are too disorganized, which 
i s n't, true at aJI, because they consider us ju st a 
bunch of punks. Maybe the IRA and the UDF 
look on us the same way. If (hey actually 
decided to do something against us It could be 
very dangerous and someone courd gat seri¬ 
ously hurt. El one pi the paramilitaries would 
threaten the centre it would scare peopte and 
they wouldn 1 ! came anymore. 

P.E: You mentipned That you are not as disop 
ganizod as most people belive you to be. Do 
you think Warzone has the potential to influ¬ 
ence the general political situation in Bellas!? 
Or even the punk scene? 

J; Well, I think Warzone brought the punk 
scene together in Belfast. Before Warzone 
was started, there were gigs that were put on 
by individuals but there was a period of lima 
where gigs were ai most non-exi stem in Belfast 
because of problems with finding a place to put 
them on. Then we started to do g ig s agai n and 
there were virtually hundreds and hundreds of 
peopfe coming, most of which I'd never seen 
before. I persona lly met tons of peopl e af rhese 
gigs that 1 probably would never have met 
olha rwi se 1 1 definitely brought people toga [her. 
We are also setting an example that Protes¬ 
tants and Caibolics really can g erelong to¬ 
gether. 

P.E So what's been happening wilh Warzone 


recently? 

J: The mam thing at the moment is that the 
streat that we are in is being pedestrianized. 
There is goin g to be a parki ng lot bui It right next 
to il. We had a three year lease which lasted 
until: September. The landlord doesn’t like us 
being in tha byriding because we are a bunch 
of pun ks. We we re almost going to get evicted, 
but the building was bou ght by somebody else; 
which turned out tq be the Cenlre for the 
Unemployed. Wo triad to buy the building 
ourselves but the pries was £55,000 which is 
absolutely ridiculous. Walt, now the represen¬ 
tatives of the Centre have told us either to 
shape up or get out. We basically have one 
year to go. 

P.E What did they mean by shape up? 

J: Wetl, it meant that we would have to get rid 
of the anarchist library and the distribution. We 
also would have to get involved with a govern¬ 
ment schema which has a lot of administra- 
tionai work connected to it. It looks like we stiFI 
have a year so we'll wait and see. 

P.E: Is lha re any way people from abroad can 
do to help you or get involved in some way? 
J: We definitely need monetary support If 
somebody could db benefits or something it 
would be fantastic. I don 1 ! think there are any 
other possibilities lhat peopl a from outEide 
Belfast can help. We will just have to see how 
things develop. 
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Following is an interview with one of the 
best punk bands in Northern Ireland; 
F.U.A.L For some strange reason, bands 
from Belfast seem a tot better at the 
melodic, poittical-hardcore thing thanmost 
bands from the British mainland. A It the 
members v/erepresent, although some 
were more quire than others, ft was quite 
difficult to keep the gat sg in line and save 
the it i ter view from slipping intoutterchaos.

"Politl- 
caf is often just a label that is given to 
bands even though thei r fee Sings mig h t 
be personal and not necessarily politics l 
P.E: There has been a conflict With 
Chumba wamba f o r q uile some i i me n o w, 
eg u Id you explain wh at actually happened 
a nd b ow you feel a bou I il ? 

A: There was an article in MAXI- 
MUMROCKNROLLby a friendof Chum- 
bawamba. They had been on a Troops 
Out delegation to Belfast and when he 
got back to England he wrote an article 
which was very pro-IRA and we took 
exce pt ion to I hat. Gareth, a friend of ou rs, 
wrote to MRR stating hisopinionsont he 
subject and lhal slarted this back and 
forth in the tetters pages of MRR. It 
turned in to a person a I slagging match In 
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the end. 

P.E: You seem to have a problem with 
Eng! i s h a narg h E$t p □ nks beca u se of 1 h is 
incident. 

P: The problem wasn'S really with Chum¬ 
ba wamba. ThebitonourLPaboutfhem 
i s ju st a p iss-la ke.lt was directed at the i r 
fa n s an d f o Mowers wh o La ke eve ry t h in g 
they say as truth. They have a song 
about how people should tolerate each 
olhe r a nd listen to each olh er and I islen to 
each ot her’s v i e wpoi nt$ - b ut when we 
expressed o ur v i ewpo int s we were d is ■ 
missed as Loyalists. 

P.E: But because you had that bit about 



Chumba wamba on your LP it gives the 
impression that you have something 
against the band.

P,E: Who is currently In KARMA SUTRA 
and what Js the band currently working 
on? 

K.S: The bend comprises of Lil - flute / 
vocals, G reg - bass / voca Is, Rob - dfu m S, 
Job n-guitar/vocal s and Graem e - Guitar 
/ vocals -- and ai the present moment we 
have nothing new in the pipeline. Our 
drummer, Rob, is taking lime off and is 
doing a trip around the world, while some 
of us put a bit more energy into organiz¬ 
ing against the Poll Tax and involved in 
(he class struggle generally in the U.K. 
P.E: Do you have any other material 
available besides the "Daydreams of a 
Production Line Worker" and why is this 
only available on cassette now? 

K.S: The "Daydreams..." LP is the only 
release we did ourselves and the reason 
it is only available on cassette now is that 
il is sold out,.. We have sent off a few 
tracks for various compilation LP'saround 
the world over the years - the two most 
recent being two tracks on a comp. LP 
from Germany called "Life is Change" 
and possibly a track going on a comp, by 
your good-selves. 

P.E: I’ve noticed a style change In your 
music from the LPto the more current 
compilation tracks—What direct do you 
see this progression leading to? 

K.S: I don't think weVe produced an 
overly categorizable style of music at any 
stage since the LP to now -- basically the 
music was secondary to ihe politics and 
we aimed to make it ’slightly' more acces¬ 
sible to a wider cross-section of society 
than say thrash' would. 

P.E: I noticed your lyrics take on a very 
situatlonalist approach to anarchism {i 
could be wrong -tell me If something went 
right over my headl!!);withthat in mind, 
what areyour vfewsof the current anar¬ 
chist movement Inthe U.K. 

K.S: Admittedly some of the lyrics do 
come across as slightly ‘arty 1 -- which in 
hindsight was not what we wanted to do 
at all; though we did want to extend the 
contents of our songs beyond the "Fuck 
war / state / meal means murder / etc..." 
type songs that seemed to dominate Ihe 
"scene 1 * at the lime. I'd say we have all 


'developed'politically and are now class- 
struggle anarchists. 

As regards to the anarchist 'movement 
in the U.K. - it it a mess and always has 
been - organizationally and politically in 
a ghetto. People do not seem to feam 
from the past and recognize that the roots 
ot anarchism is in the working class. Pure 
anarchism is irrelevant -- we must learn 
from all events and other people like 
Marx, etc... and not just anarchist history. 

Until anarchists learn to accept organi¬ 
zation and get involved and think posi¬ 
tive, anarchism is doomed to remain in 
the polilical backwaters. 

P.E: What are some ways we can Im¬ 
prove co mmun ication of ideas to people? 
Do you think we stand a chance of sue- 
cessagainstthe barrage of advert! sing 
and subliminal mind-control already In 
effect hy consu merism? 

K.S: I would agree with you that via the 
media and education the onslaught we 
experience by capitalism's consume rcrap 
culture on our minds is probably the rool 
cause for our continued existence under 
capitalism - because people do nol have 
a better alternative, This leads on from 
Ihe previous question about anarchism - 
- the only way we can combat the crap is 
by being popular! We must be accessible 
to people and not come across as you 
'must' dress scruffy / have funny hairsty¬ 
les and listen to noisy music to enter the 
struggle for a better society. 

In the U.K. the organization Class War 
was created to fill the vacuum that ail 
anarchist (and leliyj organizations just do 
not seem capable of doing - coming 
across as ordinary / angry people on 
issues of the day, in a populist way; not 
churning ou| endless pieces of theoreti¬ 
cal / irrelevant drivel that you're going to 
have to read ten times to understand! II 
we push ourselves into a political 'ghetto 1 
we get nowhere. Change will only come 
about when enough people want it and 
are being offered an allernative to capital¬ 
ism's ’sugar-coaled crap* on sale now. 
P.E: You have a track on the Nicaraguan 
Solidarity comp LP "God Save Us From 
the U S A." What do you think of the

current situation In Nicaragua with the 
Sandintstas being voted out of powe r? 
Do you think the new government wi 11 be 
ab le to ti a n d le the oq unUy’s po I tlica l prob¬ 
lems? 

K.S; Things were far from brilliant under 
the Sandinista regime in Nicaragua ■■ 
however things will definitely not get bel¬ 
ter for the working class under the new 
government. It shows the farce of 'demo¬ 
cratic' elections as well — where in Nica¬ 
ragua the Sandinistas who polled by far 
the largest amount of votes of a single 
party but lost - compared to the U.K, 
where the Tories who polled around 15% 
in comparison in our elections and gain 
total power! 

Hopefully what will come about there 
will be ordinary peoples involvement in 
events instead of leaving it to the parly in 
power. Many workers will probably find 
their gains being closed back off to them 
and they will have to participate them¬ 
selves in the struggle to hold on to, ini¬ 
tially, what they have and then on ihe 
offensive to what they want! 

P.E; I've been reading reports in the 
papers of anti-Poll Tax riots In London, 
can you foresee this becoming an issue 
that will sweep Thatcher out of power? 
K.S: Yes, the general opposition to the 
Poll Tax should be enough to see the 
back of Thatcher at Ihe next election - 
unless she can gel her hands on a little 
war (the gulf} to get involved in and win - 
- just belore the next election! However, 
the Labour Party can hardly be consid¬ 
ered an alternative. Neil Kin nock and 
Labour have moved so dose to many of 
the Tories policies that if he put on a dress 
and wore a wig we wouldn't know the 
difference between him and Thatcher. 
(Obviously, fast-moving events saw She 
end of Thatcher long before anyone ex¬ 
pected!} 

P.E. Although the Labour Party claims to 
be against the PollTax, do you think they 
will replace it if they gain power? 

K.S: Labour say they wilt replace the Poll 
Tax - - and they’d be daft not to --but they 
also say it could take a couple of years at 
least to start implementing an alternative 
system. We must rememberthat Labour 
are so integrally tied up within the eco¬ 
nomics ol the capitalist system that even 
il they wanted to make some radical 
changes, they cannot, because their 
hands are tied by big business and the 
banks, etc. If Labour gets in and si art 
taxing big business and the rich to fund 


etc... which are crying out for more money 
underline Tories, then the rich people will 
start transferring Iheir wealth overseas 
and our economy will become bankrupt. 
That is why we need a revolutionary solu¬ 
tion -- a class war against capitalism. 
P.E: I can't think of any mo re question s- 
- any last comments? 

K.S; Think positive(!) and don't cut your¬ 
selves off from 'ordinary’ people because 
you think they don't care / are selfish f 
stupid / racist ! sexist, etc... The system 
creates and propagates these attitudes 
and if people do not gain access to alter¬ 
native views then why should you expect 
them to behave in any other way? Also 
people will not change overnight - a 
lifetime of capitalism rammed down our 
throats may take more than a copy of P.E. 
to change attitudes, but it's a start. Don’t 
shut yourselves off in the haven of an 
alternative 'scene' — get out there and 
start to change the world! (Hear! Hear!)

For the past 10 years now, the To¬ 
ries, acting on behalf of the ruling 
class in defense of capitalism, have 
been waging a constant war against

I'm jusl tryjng to 
felea se s ome DI Y h good quality pu nk rook stuff 
as a reasonable price. Thai's what it's really all 
about! 

P.E: How do you chose theban d g that yo u put 
out on your label? 

K The re aren'tany qu el i fictions, but th ere are 
some disqualifying things, like rad&! lyrics, etc. 
0u1 it doesn't really have to do with a specific 
message, I just have to like it. It doesn't really 
have to be very political or anything. Stuff like 
[he COWBOY KILLERS is nol very polilicel, 
but on the other side iftere is TERMINUS who 
are very political. There is a big consideration 
for the music, I don't want to have good lyrics 
and crap music. it should be a fusion gf both, 
P.E: Are you on l y releasing si uff from I he U K. 
or would you consider doing other stuff as well? 
K: $□ far ell of the releases have been by U.K. 
bands. Pretty soon we are going to start 
releasing sly ff by Hippycore,an American label 
We wan t to make; t m ore widely avail able i n the 
U K at cheap prices, B u| H i ppycore still do the 
actual choosing of the bands. I just release 
U.K. bands because that what I get lo see live 
most of the time. 

P. E: Most ba n d & on the la b ef seem lo be rat her 
political though. Is that an atm I hat you are 
trying lo achieve, spreading a certain political 
message? 

K When J first started listening to records, it 
was because of (he music. 3 just want to 
release good quality music with a message 
because 3 feel that most people are in tell ig eat 
and want to hear good lyric s rather than crappy 
ones. Some of the bands on the label, like 
TERMINUS, preach armed revolution, I'm nol 
against revolution but that is not what F want to 
pul forward with WOW. As a band they are 
frying to put forth ihaf message and they are 
using WOW as a vehicle to express tho mes¬ 
sage. I'm nol trying to use WOW as a great 
political thing; it's good that the bands use it, 
bul there isn't a single particular message that 
I want t o get across. Several of the bands on 
the label contradict rhomselves RLE ASA N'T 
VA LL EY 0 HI LO RE N probably h ave a differom 
message than TERMINUS. WOW is just a 
collection of di derent bands with di ffere ni ideas. 
They don't oppose each other, I like to think 
they compliment each other. 

P.E: Do you see il a s a pro bbm h evi ng a label„ 
pulling out punk rook record a; you could doit 
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l ndeffnitely? IS1 here some Spec i Mo direction 
ihaf you want to go? 

K: I hope that people can recognize WOW as 
a quality measure, meaning that if a record 
comes out on WOW it's probably good. I don't 
want So release stuff just because I know it's 
going lo sell wall, If I would have known 
NAPALM DEATH a couple of years ago, be¬ 
fore they made it big, I slill wouldn't have put 
them on my label because I hate Their music 
and I he things they stand for, even if I would 
become a millionaire. On the other hand, if a 
band like COWBOY KILLERS cou Id sell tons of 
thousands of records I wouldn't stop releasing 
them just because they got popular, I like the 
stuff they do and that's the deciding factor. I 
don'i care if they are popular or not, I still 
re lease thorn As long as it's Fun. Til do it. Some 
peopl e in the mu sic busi na ss p robably hate the 
slufi that they do, but they have lo db it as a job.

P.E: Do you moke it a pouu lo release stuff from 
rather unknown bands? Noneof the bands 
that you have released can expect to do very 
well, even In punk circles. 

K: It s probably because I have a bit of an 
obscu re taste. U p st happen s th at I like some- 
Ihing that tho majority of people don't seem to 
tike. I jusl release what J think is good, it just 
h appens that it’s not very popular. It's not a big 
conscious statement. I do cry to release stuff by 
bands who might not be able to have a record 
out if WOW wouldn't exist. It's good in that 
respect, because flue label gives the band p 
helping hand in reaching a wider audience 
throug h the records, I couldn't imagi ne that any 
othor label would want to refease the TERMI¬ 
NUS LP, because iTs nol a big seller. 1 like tfie 
stuff they do and will keep releasing it. 

P.E: You seem to be one of the only labels, 
along with Loony Tunes jn Ihe U.K. that still Is 
very mu ch in the DI Y s pi rlt. Host of the popu la r 
labels seemto bo drifting | nlo Ihe m&ln Stream 
rock'n'roll money making! How do you see 
that? 

K: Well, we are a&senrially a DlY label. I'm 
never going to do it because of the money, it 
would just become very bland, There's loo 
many people slagging each other off. Loony 
Tones slags uf Me an li me, Mean time slag s so ^ 
and-so, etc. I Eh ink that as long as you dosign 
your own stuff and don't make jusE a packaged 
record, you are essentially a DlY label. Loony 
Tunes spends less money on recording, while 
we spend more and the price reflects Ihat, but 
I don‘I want to get into the rock'n'roll tifeuil, 
because you have to step making records if it 
doQsn'i sell well. It's not a big pay packet at the 
end, I just release the stuff that I like. It's not a 
work for me. it's a love! I can't really explain it 
better than that.

They appear to have sexual 
segregation ^mostly with wimmin setting up 
wimmin only squais, Which is okay.but I feel 
that it's not the best solution to ihe problem, irs 
really extremist and exclusionary. But other 
wise .this is a fuckin graal book,and i toel that 
irs even belter lo have Ihe pro’s and con's to 
the movement to help give guidelines to future 
generations ol squatters or even just a historic 
eal viewpoint as well. There is a running 
commentary along the margins that help give 
Ihe reader some background information on

This column deals mostly with London. 
We're starting with London because most 
people go over there when they venlure over 
foe pond for Ihe first lime. Yes. this is obviously 
an American's viewpoint Some of this stuff will 
seem quite logical, but we figure it's best to 
cover the basics and are assuming, for the 
most part, that you don't have places to stay, 
etc... 

Right then, there are two airports serving 
London; Heathrow and Gaiwick. They are both 
outside of the dty. To get to London from 
Heathrow you can either take the bus or the 
subwayriube. The tube is the easiest and 
fastest The Piccadilly line serves Heathrow 
and Crosses London East lo West, Going in 
Irom Gatwicft, your best choice is the Gatwick 
express [rain. It cosis roughly £5.50, and iil 
lakes you- directly to Victoria station, a major 
railway stall on serving the south of London and 
SE England, In Victoria station as well as with 
most other central London stations, one will 
find the BritRail office, British Tourist Informa¬ 
tion Center, and a little office for hotels. At 
Victoria, the information center is located just 
next to the main entrance. 

Let's say you don't have a place to slay: I 
(Iggy) personally prefer incite hostels: places 
that dgnt belong to the International Youth 
Hostel thing. Thera are five of this type In 
London, and they require a hostet card (which 
you're supposed to gel before get before you 
leave), cost between E4.&CFC5.50 per night 
(more if you don't have a card), and have □ 
12:30a,m. cu rf ew.... Yeuckf Cqu nt out going to 
gigs then! 

Either go io the Eouiist desk or Ihe little 
desk at Victoria which says H bed and break¬ 
fasts and hotels". You tell them how much you 
can afford a night, sf you want breakfast 
incfuded,eic ,and they'll ring up different places 
looking tor space and give you directions how 
to get there. I (iggy) stayed at an indie hosts! 
owned by Australians, and the off season rate 
for a bunk bed including breakfast is £6.50 
Quite cheap in Ihe off season, but f ihink the 
p rice doubles in s ummer Two years ago it was 
called the Redcliffe, bul it has moved to the 
Highstreel Kensington and changed its name, 
but the telephone is still the same... 

The only oiher hostel I know of with no 
curlew is the Saney Gufuji hostel gn 15a Hol¬ 
land Villas Rd. The nearest tube is Holland 
Park For anyone under 25. the price is about 
ta pernighL This one is independently run by 
Ihe “International Co-operative and Socialist 
Youth Hostels". Sound a bit dodgey? 
Hmmm...well that's all l know except the tele- 
phono number which is 603 3704. 

Ef lent city still exists, ihafs about the 
cheapest possible way you could go The only 
drawback is lhai it's only open from June to 
Sept, It consists of 12 large tents where you 
sleep on a cot (and provide your own sleeping 
bag}. This costs about £3 per night. 

Normal hotels are very expansiva-'nuff 


said! Oh ex peel lo share the toilet and bath¬ 
room with everyone else on the floor, and 
remember Ihese are two separate rooms in 
Britain. 

QK, as for alternative "accommodations", 
which l (Hyzen.) would personally opt far; there 
are plenty of squatsta qualters and the likes in 
London, So where might you find them? Well, 
at a gig is probably ihe best place to meet 
people. British, people in general are much 
more reserved (Unless of course you're in a 
band or.,..well perhaps you know what I mean), 
but the pub atmosphere often tends to take 
away much of this, j also must say (hat if you 
are going over (here alone, being American 
(and particularly female) is not a plus, so don't 
be too aggressive so as to put people off by 
you. Traveli ng with a friend or in a s mall gro up 
is by far and large the bast way to go 

Anyway, chances are very good (hat you 
will immediately find someone who'll be willing 
to p ut yo u □ p, however don't expect to be taken 
care of or catered to You can be sure that 
people will be keeping a watchful eye out to 
make sure that you won't be taking Ihem tor a 
ride or (hat you aren't a scrounger. Of number 
one importance: be sure to return Ihe hospital¬ 
ity whenever possible and share the responsi ¬ 
bilities and sense of community within the 
place. I Ihink that's not only very importent but 
common sense. (Oh god here I go sounding 
like someone's mother -- my apology tor sound¬ 
ing so it that's Ihe case). You'd probably lind 
your stay most impersonal if otherwise. Yeah, 
and this may all sound a bit redundant, so jusl 
for the note, Pm only saying this because the 
attitudes and general expectations of moss 
Americans is a far fair different than Ihat o! 
British/Europeans, yet often people there wilt 
expect Eh at you automatically know and under- 
stand their culture and actions. Or perhaps the 
message that I'm trying to convey is that you 
might meet with some {believe it or no!,) racism 
or presumptuousness upon your character. 

If it is real urgent for you to find a sound 
squal, an d yo u □ ron't able to find a gig or people 
about.elc.. you can go to the 121 center which 
is a squatters info, center and book shop You 
lake the Victoria line tube to Brixton station, 
and ir&located on 121 RaiSton Rd. I be Neve you 
can also get advice and information from Ass. 
2, SI. Faufs Road.N.I. in Highbury I sling tan 
Now for transportation and getting around. 
You've got your feet, Ihe underground and 
British rail* busses, and taxis. BUT before you 
go anywhere, the one thing everyone mu si 
have: be you taxi driver or tourist, is a "London 
A io Z." The complete si reel map of London 
It's such a huge city, no one knows where 
everything is! You can get (his a! any book¬ 
store for £1.50 or you can just look up the slreet 
you need and write down the directions while 
you're there. A good in vestment nevertheless. 

Like I said, London is absolutely vast, SO 
Ihe underground h Ihe fastest, most reliable, 
and easiest to understand. Granted you can 


smoko on the upper hatf of ihe busses (no 
smoking irt the underground, but alter the King's 
Cross fire, who would?!) but if you don! know 
where you're going or how to recognize your 
slop, you won'! know where io get off! Even 
asking Ihe driver to stop at a particular place, 
they lend to conveniently forge!, 

Transportation in London lends lo bo a 
very large drain on funds. London is no! a good 
city for bicycling - il's illegal to ride on ihe 
sidewalk and a death-wish to ride in the streeis 
- nor is there any son of large scale bike 
circulation like in other cities such as Amster¬ 
dam (or Minneapolis!), so what I'm about to gel 
at is how to lake advantage of bunking tie irain 
system whenever possible, and if s q uite si mple. 

But first" I'll explain the underground and 
ticket system a bit lor those of you who may 
want io do it leg itimately (ytrekI), ! fs wis e to get 
a "journey planner" at the first tickel booth you 
come across. It's a pocket sized map of ihe 
underground, and even Ihough there's maps 
inside all of the stations, this is still handy to 
refer to for train changes. [Don't worry about 
locking like a "tourist* carrying it - everyone 
uses these). Also direciiy at the bottom of the 
stairs or escalators there are 2 maps which 
show the stops for each particular line {south¬ 
bound and northbound or east-west), so make 
sure to get on ihe irai n goi ng ihe righ l di recti on. 
all you really have (o do is walk into whatever 
station it is you'reat, locate Ihe slop you need, 
find the line it's on ,and if you need to change 
linos. There is 5 different linos, so tickel prices 
vary. To go within one zone costs 60p, and it 
mare or less doubles!but not exactly) lor every 
other zone you go through. Obviously it's 
better to gel a one day travel card which gives 
you unlimited access to foe busses and under¬ 
ground for the day. This costs £2.30 for 3 
zones or £2.50 for 5. One -week cards, which 
come with picture ID. {find out how to do a 
credit card scam on these!} oast about £16 and 
mgnihty are tike £32. The weekly cards are 
easy to use for WEEKS after their date of 
validity. You simply (lash the card at the ticket 
person covering up the expired date with your 
finger and walk through. It's best to act as if 
you're in a hurry walking through quickly. Best 
not to make eye contact either, You can also 
do this with out of date one day navel cards. 
The stations are usually quite busy mid-day 
time, so ihe ticket collectors don'l always [or 
usually) pay dose attention or care. Some 
stations have gates where you have to place 
your tickel in a slot, wait for the doors lo open, 
and walk through taking your ticket age in at the 
other end of course if you aren't paying, you 
sim ply wal k throng h ihe gate closely be hind the 
person in font of you as the doors stay open 
long enough for 2. sometimes 3, people to gel 
[h rough. You can also tickel share .One person 
buys a ticket an d severe I people go through ihe 
gates on it. Explore your options and create 
newOnes --whichever method of nonpayment 
you choose, always keep your eyes peeled 
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anyway as ihe tran&it authorities ere aJways 
looking fore new candidate for a Ihe next "Gel 
a ticket not a crim in al record" case to piaster up 
ell Over the tube stations to try Co scare you 
{don't lei it*]. ITs also easy to find discarded 
(valid) on& day travel cards towards ihe end of 
the day in the rubbish bins or even on the floor, 
and late at n ig ht there will be no guard s at so me 
of the stations, Take advantage of all such 
situations^ If you do find yourself in a situation 
whereas Che ticket collector is shouting after 
you to recheck that your ticket is valid, there are 
a couple ol things that you can do: 1). Ignore 
them and keep walking and if it comes to it you 
can always run, The Bill (British pigs) are a 
fucking laugh and a half! First off, they etorTi 
carry guns so they have little to intimidate you 
with, and wimmin pigs are immobilized a -bit in 
the running department as they work in skirts. 
So it rf you're an artful: dodger, go for it, it's 
enOFQly to your discretion. The only drawback 
OP this if you do this regularly on a particular 
route, it's possible they'll have been monitoring 
you and will recognize your face later. 2). You 
can stop and talk to the ticker collector-playing 
the Tm just a naive/ignorant foreign tourist" bit 
is usually enough ro get out ol it, especially if 
you show you're willing to pay your excess fare. 
Tell them you left your ticket on the train/d idnY 
know you need Co show it again/didn'E realize it 
was out of dale-whatever you want. Be crea¬ 
tive in blagging up a good believable story 
gelling caught doesn't have to be a horribte 
experience; rather it can be quite good fun if 
you make it, Iggy got out of it in a situation 
where she got caught with an out of date 
weekly card, and out ol! severe,! near calls IVe 
never been caught, if ever in doubt though, 
when you come to ihe top ol the escalators 
approaching Che gate, there is always an assis¬ 
tance and excess fares window before it, so 
you can at feast lie telling them that you've just 
come Irom the Iasi stop after having made a 
Era in change or so methi ng and only h ave to pay 
GQp, Keep rn mind tha t US money i s worth fuck 
all over (here, so "just" 60p still means about 
$ 1 . 20 . 

Busses are much more difficult, if not im¬ 
post ble, to hop, T hey Ye a bit chea per at a bou t 
3D-SQp (depending on where you're going), but 
IheyYe harder to work out despile the maps 
lhai show each routes stops, and take twice as 
long There rs al so no s uch thing as a Iran stcr 
slip ar a student fare. The only time I ever 
bother with the busses are after gigs-using the 
night busses which, unlike (be lubes which 
stop running a! 12-lam, run all night. Unfortu¬ 
nately they're much more expensive (Jess than 
texis tho ugh) but convenes nr alter gigs which 
almost unconditionally start arid end late 

Which now brings us on to the subject ol 
gigs and pubs which are probably ai ihe lop hall 
of your list o! things to do. Or if you're straight¬ 
edge gigs and records which I'll get to soon 
(good independent record shops that is). Gigs 
are actually really easy to find. Just go to any 
news agent: which there should be one on 
nearly every street and look in a Sounds or 
New Music Express (crap indie/mainstream 
music paper -- Grind rhe N.M.E. eh?!}, Any¬ 


way, regardless oF thorn being shitty worthless 
rags, tfiey do have weekly listings (from Tugs- 
day to Wednesday) ol gigs happening all over 
England, and there's usually something going 
off in London. You'll find this listing towards the 
middle or back with all the club adverts, so no 
need to bu y it (un less appearing is an interview 
with your favorite idols such as Napalmed Kids 
On The Block) just look it up in Ihe news 
agents. ITU lefll you who's playing, what club/ 
pub it's at, a telephone number, and some¬ 
times Ihe nearest tube station. Gigs start late - 
- no such thing as an all ages gig that starts at 
4pm and drinking age isn't really acknowT 
edged ("legally" it is 10), Depending upon the 
situation or what type of gig you're at you may 
gel connected with some squat gigs (people 
often hand out small homemade flyers inside 
g&gs rather than go through the music papers) 
which are the best in all aspects. A few places 
to pre-warn you about are T).Thc Sir George 
Robey which is notorious lor aggression and 
violence from its bouncers (not lo mention 
extortionate drink prices), and 2), NEVE R go 
lo the Marquee or other b^g clubs like that no 
matter whatbandii is I don't care if Sid Vicious 
resurrects himself from the dead and the Sex 
Pistols reunite or il dogmatic, racist, sexist, 
homophobic big bands like Bari Brains (fitting 
name) are playing. These bands have and 
never will care about you or our movement, so 
don't compromise your morals and !el yourself 
be robbed (mentally and financially). Keep 
m usec where it belong s-in our hands/independ- 
eni not in the hand connected to a suit and lie. 
Gig prices in general are between £2. SO- £3.50, 
seldomly £4.0Q-dan't bo ripped off. 

There is a "Focal" pub everywhere, and I 
can't really name one great one in particular. It 
depends upon which area you're staying in. 
Traditional pub hours are roughly 10am-2pm 
and Ihen 5-11 pm, bur some pubs jn central 
London's touristy areas are open atl day from 
1 Ml. but you probably would n'L want to go lo 
one of them (unless you're a yuppie), and some 
clubs get licenses so serve until 3am. Eve been 
in small clubs that kepi serving until dawn, 
Obviously this isn't regal, but....there are pubs 
that won't serve punks. IVe no! really encoun¬ 
tered any in London but I have in other cities, 
Oh- also, the Fulham Greyhound turns on ihsir 


heat sometimes, so you'll get extra hot and 
thirsty and hence buy more drinks, which only 
makes you fed sick in the long run. My drink of 
choice is a snakebite with black (or also called 
& pu rpte na sty) which is 1 /2 cider, 1/3 lager, a nd 
black current juice*. Brilliant! You'll also proba¬ 
bly find the politics of alcohol being discussed 
dll it comes on! your ears — i.e which ones are 
vegan, what the muitmat, browsing family'/ 
corporad on& s upport - fo r in stance G uin e ss 

and bldod sports,etc.Now, I honestly don'l 

know what to tell you or believe myself as i J ve 
just about heard it all, but if ever think you've 
found out the real etoriefs), feel free to share it! 

Back to London: ihe re are some good in¬ 
dependent record stores in Wotting Hill where 
you can gel lots nf hard to find old UK, US and 
elsewhere releases for reasonable prices. 
They're mostiy EP's. There are 3 good ones 
located here - you simply lake the Centre! Nne 
tube to Netting Hill Gate, ask anyone for Porjo- 
bello Rd., and Follow it down until you get to tie 
street market I don T kn o w the nam do f the road 
its on ,bul Rough Trade and Plastic Passion 
Are down there. Also on PortobeNo, I think, is 
Vinyl SoFution. Just outside of ihe Tube station 
is ihe record and tape exchange. Down in 
Ki ng ston u pon Thames is a sh op ca lied Books, 
Bits h A nd Bobs. They Ye in Ihe proces s ol Jiqui 
dating all iheir old stock from the late 71 -early 
50's. Mostly old oi pu nk EPs i f lhaf s you r thing. 
Also in Kingston is a market where a man has 
a rare record stall-* if you're willing to pay rip off 
prices. OK. This man knows his rarities and 
won't haggle. In general I guess I should just 
pomt blank say he'&an asshole, but I'm telling 
you anyway. Lastly is the Virgin mega store. 
You can find out where Ihat is from tourisl 
information. y 

El you wanl to go shopping for punk gear, 
2 places lo try are Camden mariret and Ken¬ 
sington market. Camden is an the Camden 
High Street and is supposed to be better, but 
Tve never made it to Camden town, (This one 
Is also only on Sundays I believe). Kensington 
market is on Ihe High St. Kens. You exit the 
tube and turn right. It's only a couple of blocks 
up. It's got about 3 or 4 tevelsof stalls, and most 
of them deal with whatever is the current *trend'\ 
Bui; you can buy directions hair dye and other 


cruelty-free hair dyes. Dr Martens (I do n't know

on prices. 

Two other places that you can get Direc¬ 
tions haindye for between ej.sq and £2.20 
(approx. $4 US) ara lj.cn the Wood Green 
High Street (turn right going out Ihe Wood 
Green lube and ga up to the top of the hill, the 
Past Shop, and it will be a chemists). 0). nr a 
place called Ogee's in Leicester Square (this is 
pronounced LESTER not Liechester-don't get 
yourself crucified over such a potty mistake - 
actually you're bound to anyway somewhere 
along the lines!) If I remember correctly, it's cn 
Shaltesbury Ave.. and they're easy to ileal 
from - -at Ihe same lime they're still very fairly 
priced. White you 're there: if you're into theatre 
and the like, that's where you'll find it. There's 
usually something good going of I around there 
- that is if you've got Ihe money for that sort ol 
thing. 

On Gamaby Street is a fantastic silver¬ 
smith shop called The Black Frog. Well, frog 
something anyway. They do custom work lor 
the likes of Moiorhead and Metallica ■ it's ex¬ 
pansive but beautilul! And wall worth stopping 
in. They've always got brill music playing and 
Ihe one great thing about them is that they'll fit 
a ny ring in an hou r or loss, I've got small fi ngers 
and those big reaper rings and such just don't 
come small enough, but they take care of that. 

Tattoos. Tattoos are very cheap over 
there. There's a tattoo!s t in Kensi ngton market, 
but he’s a geek! Mark Saint has □ shop at the 
end of Portobello Rd. by Rough Trade, and Mr 
Sebaslionis a renowned body piercer (appar¬ 
ently he also does tattoos) and his shop is in 
central London. British Telecom has changed 
its codes, so I don't know the the new code (but 
you sh du IdnT need it ilyouYe calling from within 
London anyway), but the number I have fo r hi m 
rs 637 3226. My tattoo artist is Lai Hardy and 
his tf is 444 6779, To getto his shop, you take 
Ihe Northern line to Fast Finchley, go across 
ihe street to the mini cab let and take a cab to 
157 Sydney Mus well Hill. It costs no mo re than 
£5. You generally need an appointment, but 
you can drop in to meet him and check him out. 

Now just a little bit on “tourisly H stuff...I 


highly recommend checking out Hyde Park. 
Regents Park, and Kew Gardens - beautiful! 
Go to tha Tower of London and take the tour. 
The tower is where everyone u sed to he im p ris- 
oned and beheaded. The tour is very grue¬ 
some They tell you in detoil how peoplE ware 
executed. There's also a museum on knights, 
their armor and weaponry, pEus the crowned 
jewels. Also go to the London Dungeon where 
they have recreations of various torture meth¬ 
ods and an actual chastity belt, eto...Plus the 
bookshop has lots of cool books. The address 
for that is 26/34 Tooley St. Don't bother with 
Buckingham Palace unless it's to practice 
archery on the Queen Mum. Nor should you 
bother with the Houses o! Parliament unless 
your name happens to be Guy Fawkes! And if 
you hear of FoEl Tax resistance boiling to a 
head; head for Trafalgar Square! 

QK k one thing we should have mentioned 
in the beginning is travelers checks. Make sure 
to get Thomas Cook- 1 American Express ones 
as shore's no charge on cashing them at Tho¬ 
mas Cooke's which are easily found all over 
London. FI you don't get these you'll be looking 
at paying C2.50 plus commission each time 
you cash Che m, and you don't real! y reaSI y warn 
them to profit, or benefit From your money do 
you ? The worst possible place to cash travel* 
ets checks (or jusi change currency) is in the 
train stations--especially Victoria! Don't even 
let the Iho ug ht of u s ing e bank enter your mind! 
'Nutf said. 

1 1 ‘ s probably also a goo d idea to bu y phon a 
cards which cost £2 (2Q potential calls) unless 
you Sind someone who can gel a held of, or has 
a phone decoder [to get your calls to anywhere 
free) The phone company may have caught 
on to this by now, but Ihe re's always a way 
a round any given s iiuatron i snt there ?! Cal li ng 
anywhere in Britain is ridiculously expensive. 
There are 3 time calling "zones" ■- it's most 
expensive between Sam-Tpm, a bit cheaper 
from tpm-6pm, and cheapest after 6pm . For 
each cal I i t's roughly IQpfor calls within the city, 
the next zone is for calls within something like 
56 miles, and it's more expensive over 56 
miles. What l # m getting at is that the phones will 
suck up your money fast! And again, keep in 
mind that our money is worth luck all {about 
half) over there ■« London is far from cheap. 


FlNALLV-and very importantly, here are 
some of the active anarchist groups/

bookshops^eto... London Greenpeace, which 
is a separate anarchist organization from all 
other Greenpeace (in their aim, focus K ideolo¬ 
gies...) is located on 5 Caledonian Rd. {turning 
righl out cf the King's Cross tube) just above 
Houseman's anarchist bookshop. Check both 
of them out, and if you have the time to get 
involved, they meet every Thursday night at 
7pm - l r m sure you can find out a lot of other 
good and useful info, from people at either one. 
They also host lots of events in the autumn 
Such as the Anti-McDonalds Fair (pel. 16) .tiio 
# book fair, and plenty more depending on 
when it is. The Haringey Anarchist-feminist 
wlmmins center 3s at 4Q Turnpike Lane in Ihe 
Hornsey/Wood Green area (N. London), and 
Molly's cafe is at 207 Upper St. in Highbury/ 
Islington. Sunday evenings is a wimman only 
space to create, communicate, do whatever it 
is that you want 1 suppose really! Freedom 
Press is in the Angel Alley at 84b Whitechapple 
High St. it's difficult to find so follow toe graffini 
and signs. Downstairs is all toe printing press 
equiptment, and upstairs you're bound to find a 
couple of mid-aged anarche-folk intensly theo¬ 
rizing in the bookshop. I've already told you 
about toe 121 Canter in Bruton, Unfortunately 
the Lee House collective no longer exists (as of 
quite awhile ago actually) and I think the Peck- 
ham Dole House Squat just recently folded Ibis 
autumn -! dunno 1 - find out about it! Last., an 
excellent activity to get involved with is the 
South London/Surrey Hunt Sabs Unless of 
course they've already smashed that hunt to 
pieces-which I damn well hope they havelf! I 
can't givG exact ael info on that as I was 
involved more in ihe north of the country, but 
you can either ask someone at Houseman's/ 
Greenpeace or call theQEd Surrey A Surstow 
Hunt Sabs Group (069243764) in Tonbridge 
(just south of London). 

In closing I guess well just choose to add 
a few random notes....keep in mind that every¬ 
thing closes very early there. Most shops close 
at 5 or 6pm, and the off licences close at IQ- 
11 pm. Always Havel as light as possible-rule oi 
thumb: if you pack 10 odd outf i ts. you 're bound 
to wind up wearing toe same one or two the 
whole time a ny way! Don't make yourse If su her 
with an unnecessary heavy loadf MAKE SURE 
your Shoes do n't have holes in them, and if they 
do, expect to always have cold wet Feet {what 
I mean is expect a LOT of rain!) London is 
relatively sale - I never once felt threatened 
there, ho weveri get worried when I hear people 
singing football songs* Teargas over there is 
illegal, so iF you decide to go into the country 
wilh it, hide it well,and if they confiscate It, just 
politely explain that you didn't know that it was 
because ir& so common place in the US. t had 
no problem bringing mine over: then again I 
really had no need Fq r ill W EVE R let i E go i n your 
luggage that you don't: lake onto the plans with 
you (because Ehe contents are under pressure 
and could explode). Thatcher's reign has token 
it's toll and England is in general getting tougher 
than it used to be, but compared to US cities, 
ifs like being in Iowa. Absolute last: took right 
THEN l&Ft (when crossing the street that is). 
Good luck! 












PREVENTION OF TERRORISM ACT 


The Prevention of Terrorism Act, which 
was introduced as a temporary measure 
in 1974, but became permanent in spring 
'89, enforces travel controls against Irish 
people in and out of so-called "mainland" 
Britain. 

All peop l* t raveling to a n y of arou nd t sn 
destinations in Britain can expect to have 
to show proof of identity. You can be held 
for to 12 hours while police records are 
being checked. Many have to fill in Land¬ 
ing/Em barkment cards which ask some 
personal details (where you live/who and 
where you will be staying, etc.) and if you 
refuse to do this, you can be charged and 
fined. You can be stopped and ques¬ 
tioned "without being under suspicion" 
about "Irish terrorism, ,L and this can last 
for up to 12 hours. You may be ques- 
tioned in detail about your private life and 
the PTA says you must cooperate, failure 
to pass on information i$ classed a$ an 
offense, however (despite what they say) 
at this stage you still have the right to 
remain silent as there has still not bean a 
formal arrest. The examining (search) 
officers have extensive powers of search 
and can hold anything for further exami¬ 
nation lor up to 7 days. 

You can be arrested if the police have 
"reasonable grounds* lo suspect that « 

!. You are involved wi|h terrorisl actscon^ 
corned with Northern Ireland or inter¬ 
national terrorism. 

2. You are a member ol or actively 
support an illegal organization. 

3. You are subject to an "exclusion order" 
(more later). 

At this stage P you can be held lor up to 
48 hours, and can expect to be held Sn 
solitary confinement with sensory depri¬ 
vation (no light, sound, etc.) withoul ac¬ 
cess to a solicitor, family and friends. 
After 4'8 hours you can see a solicitor at 
yourcaptors’discrelion, which means you 
might not get one*! 

At Ihe end of 7 days, there is Ihe possi¬ 
bility that (if you're not charged}, you may 
be subject lo an Exclusion Order, which 
confines you to remain in one particular 
part of the U.K. or North Ireland. The 
order is impEemented to "prevent acts of 
terrorism connected with affairs in North 
Ireland." The Secretary of State must be 


satisfied that the person is or has been 
connected with planning or carrying out 
"terrorist acts" or may attempt to do so. 
So, as you can guess, a lot of people can 
be affected by this vag ue and w ide-spre ad- 
in g legislation. 

The order can last three years, after 
which trrria il can be renewed for a further 
three years. It can deprive an Irish person 
of the right to be with his/her family, or the 
chance to get a job, etc. in another part of 
Britain, in September’89, approximately 
100 people remained excluded, you are 
often given no explanation why you're 
being held under this order, and rtcan be 
lifted following an interview with an advi¬ 
sor, again without explanation. 

The PTA is enforced at the discretion of 
the British government and affects every¬ 
one traveling in and out of North Ireland. 
The reason for questioning are very wide- 
reaching and severely restrict Irish 
people's freedom of movement, The Act 
itself actually contravenes the UN. Dec¬ 
laration of Human Rights. 

It's interesting to note that, in 1986, only 
7%of people arrested were ever charged, 
and p in the same year, an average of 162 
Irish people were question EVERY DAY. 
Basically, the PTA is another tool de¬ 
signed to i mi mid ate the Irish people, and 
to make us I eel that we have committed a 
crime in the Bril is h government's eyes, 
even when we have done nothing.

Hi everyone, here's a regional repod: from 
&exy old Belgium. As I haven't seen a and 
Belgian reports in any American Fanzines, I 
decided to do one myself. I thin k it gi ves yo u a 
good view ol what ihe scene is like over here 
and I also tried to include some background 
infomnalron. 

Belgium is this little European country (about 
the size ol the state Connecticut) at the North 
Sea. We have about 10 million people living 
here (including 9% immigrants), Who Speak 
two different languages; Dutch and French. 
Sometimes there are heavy political tensions 
between the Two langu age gro ups, with a strong 
naiEonalisi tendency in Flanders (the Dutch 
pan, that's where I live). We also have several 
nationalist andtor fascist parties and organiza¬ 
tions here, who want lo kick all the immigrants 
(a spec tall y the A f rican ones) out of the ecu ntry« 
who are against sexual freedom and abortion, 
who su pp-on (he death pen ally, who are ag ai nst 
workers unions* etc. With the European dec- 
si ons some time ago, they got 10% of the vote, 
which is very alarming. Anyway, we also have 
a lot oF groups and individuals fighting against 
she neo-Nazis. 

As I said, there are two parts of the country, 
and in the French part (south east) (here isn't 
much ol a hardcore scene. Only worth men¬ 
tioning are Nabate (mailorder, newsletter, 
concert organizers) and the bands VORTEX 
[good mehodto HC/punk: they have been around 
for eight years and have two albums oul), 
MENTAL DISTURBANCE (good HC with four 
demos out), and HIATUS (noisy HC/thrash, 
two demos out). The Flemish part is very 
active, There's a lot ct rnteresting bands like 
CHRONIC DISEASE (vary good noisy HC/ 
Ihrash slyto ol Anls Sect: first EP out in Novem¬ 
ber. get i B. i tell you. $5), R !S E A BOV E (m el odic 
straight-edge HC American style, very good; 
th ey wi ll ha ve the ir secon d E P out in the end of 
November, buy it, S3), EXHAUST LESS RE¬ 
VOLT (good American-style HC wiih Seein' 
Red influences; iheir second demo is worth 
getting for $4; their singer Dirk also organizes 
concerts), CHAOTIC CONTRAST (fdk-rap- 
metal-HC-rock. quire ordinal really, although I 
have (0 say myself; I do Ehc guitar and most of 
ih a m ale vocal s; we have th ree demos out but 
only the third on e is worth ge tti ng $4; n gw there 
are plans lor a split demo and a split EP). 
Besides these bands there's also the "old val¬ 
ues" you probably already know, like DIRTY 
SCUMS, BE LI AN ASOCIALITY, EAR DAM¬
